New York, Sept. IO.—Publishers of 
newspapers here affected by a strike of 
pressmen decided Tuesday to pool re­ 
sources and get out an edition of six 
to eight pages bearing the names of 
all the papers affected. 
The edition 
was run off at 3:30 o’clock. 
Each newspaper plant was given 
authority to publish what was deemed 
expedient in advertising ani news. 
Motor delivery trucks of all the pa­ 
pers were concentrated at nlants able 
to operate the greatest number of 
presses. 
The principal nev^s plants were pick­ 
eted by strikers, but the few mild dem­ 
onstrations attempted were promptly 
dispersed 
by 
patrolmen 
stationed 
where the crowds were greatest. 
Morning papers also plan to issue a 
composite edition today. 
It was reported that a few of tho 
strikers on the twenty-three papers 
affected were drifting hack to work. 
Strikers met several hours at mid­ 
day, and it was reported that the«triJoe 
call, which was said to have been 
unanimously 
voted 
Monday 
night, 
would be made the subject of another 
ballot. 
Only limited prcmidnight edition of 
Tuesday morning’s papers were run 
off before the pressmen walked out. 
While the usual newsstands were 
empty and deserted, a few smaller pa­ 
pers, not hit by the strike, enjoyed 
unprecedented %ales, emergency news­ 
boys reaping a harvest at b cents a 
copy. 
Dailies in the suburbs, tak;ng ad­ 
vantage of the situation, went to press 
early with extras which were rushed 
to the metropolis along with scores 
of newsboys. 
Declaring the walkout was taken 
without due notice and was unjusti­ 
fiable, 
the 
newspaper owners an­ 
nounced through the Publishers’ As­ 
sociation that they would make no ef­ 
fort to meet heads of tho striking 
local, but would attemnt to negotiate 
with 
officers 
of the Internationa! 
Printing Pressmen’s and assistant*’ 
Union of North America. 
Before going into conference with 
th«* publishers, George L. Berry, of 
the international union, issued a state­ 
ment characterizing the strike of the 
local as “illegal, without the sanction 
of the hoard of directors of the inter­ 
national and in violation of an agree­ 
ment between the international, the 
local and the nublishers to arbitrate 
differences that might arise.” 
Berry’s statement took th" form of 
an appeal to all newspaper Web press­ 
men to return to duty, and an an­ 
nouncement 
that 
the 
international 
“proposes to meet this illegal strike 
by executing and publishing the news­ 
papers of New York city in order that 
the integrty and honor of the inter­ 
national may be maintained and the 
principle of collective bargaining up­ 
held.” 
Lester Jones, executive secretary 
for the Publishers’ Association, an­ 
nounced that Rerry had ordered Me- 
graffis sent to pressmen’s locals in a 
score of cit:es calling for volunteers 
to come h?re and help tho suspended

fessing to express the attitude of the 
publishers affected by the strike, Jones 
said: 
“W 2 shall make no attempt to ne­ 
gotiate with the local. 
We have not
